— Arrangements  were  completed  for  treat- 
ment of  Aural  cases  at  the  special  Clinic  under  the  Kent  County  Council  at  the 
Dartford  County  Hospital.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — ^Two  new  Clinics  were  opened  at  Kingsdown 
and  Hextable.  In  the  former  place  a new  hall  had  been  opened  and  at  the  latter  it 
was  thought  that  an  extra  Clinic  was  advisable  in  the  Swanley  Area.  By  having  this 
Clinic  at  Hextable  it  has  saved  some  mothers  long  distances  to  travel.

A small  Maternit}'  Home  of  lO  beds  was  opened  at  " Riseley  ” in  June,  1938. 
Miss  Dorothy  Y.  Kay  was  appointed  Matron  and  spent  some  months  preparing  the 
Home  before  it  was  opened.  She  was  Sister  in  charge  of  the  Matemit}"  Ward  at 
“ Guys  ” for  four  ^-ears  and  was  among  the  first  batch  to  get  the  Midwives  Teacher’s 
Diploma. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR  CHILDREN. 

Health  Visitors. 

Child  Life  Protection. — Reports  received  from  the  Visitors  continue  satisfactory 
and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  action. 

Arrangements  for  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Cases. — Dental  and  Orthopaedic 
cases  are  sent  for  treatment  to  the  County  Hospital,  Hartford,  under  an  arrangement 
with  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Appointments  are  made  for  pre-school  children  to  attend  various  Ophthalmic 
Clinics,  arrangements  being  made  with  the  Kent  Count}’  Council. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — No  large  extensions  of  mains  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Main  water  supplies  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  the  Mid  Kent  Water 
Company.  Samples  are  taken  quarterly  from  these  mains  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Laborator}’.  These  waters  are  reported  to  be  bacteriologically  an  excellent 
water  and  well  fitted  for  a public  supply.  Quality  and  quantity  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  in  the  following 
parishes  : — 

1.  Stone— Carlton  Gardens,  Hedge  Place  Road  and  Stone  Place  Road. 

2.  Eynsford — Crockenhill  Housing  Site.

Closet  Accommodation. — During  the  year  2 cesspools  were  abolished,  4 
repaired,  new  drainage  installed  and  premises  connected  to  new  sewers,  where 
cesspools  were  abolished.

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CAMPING  SITES. 

2.  Sixteen  sites  in  the  Dartford  Rural  District  were  used  for  camping  purposes 
during  1938,  six  of  which  were  in  use  on  Bank  Holidays  only. 

2.  Ten  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of  camping  sites  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

3.  Approximately  925  campers  were  resident  in  the  Dartford  Rural  District 
at  one  time  during  the  summer  season. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Informal  action  regarding  new  factory  at  Greenhithe,  with  satisfactory  results. 
Messrs.  Plaster  Products,  Ltd.,  were  approached  regarding  excessive  smoke  and 
grit  emitted  from  chimney  shaft.  The  boiler  plant  was  so  amended  to  abate  the 
nuisance. 


SWIMMING  BATH  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  Dartford  Rural  Area.  Three  samples 
of  water  were  taken  and  found  by  the  County  Laborator^^  to  be  satisfactor}’.

Montlil}’  inspection  is  made  of  all  dairies  and  cowsheds.  Two  producers  were 
added  to  the  Tuberculin  Tested  Register,  W.  Alexander  of  Eynsford,  having  one 
farm  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  (Cert.)  Milk,  two  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 
and  U.  N.  Dallen  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  (Cert.)  Miss  Davis-Cooke  of  Hartley 
has  given  up  her  business  as  an  Accredited  producer.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken 
regularly  in  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. — All  carcases  are  subject  to  postmortem  examin- 
ation and  animals  as  far  as  possible  to  ante-mortem  examination  previous  to  slaughter. 

No  stalls  exist  in  the  Dartford  Rural  Area.  All  vehicles  used  as  shops  are 
stopped  and  meat  examined. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  all  butcher’s  shops  and  food  preparing  places.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION. 

Health  \’isitors  make  special  efforts  to  get  pre-school  children  and  school  children 
to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  for  diphtheria  immunization.  The  prophylactic 
used  is  mostly  A.P.T.,  o.icc  is  given  as  a first  injection  followed  by  0.5CC  as  the  second, 
after  a lapse,  in  the  majority  of  cases  of  14  days.
